Adopts Amendment to

The Public Works committee of the 


city council at its regular meeting 
held yesterday evening recommend- 
ed an amendment to the city traffic 
ordinance permitting the parkins of 
cars at a thirty degree angle.on Main 
stn-et from Ridge street as far 
as 


J-J~idge strre". This amendment will 
apply onlv to. Main street and parallel 
parking vvill rn/ntniue t" be required 
on the olher streets in the congested 
district also in the residential sec- 
tion. 
Tho committee discussed the park- 


ing problem for some time and had 
before it diagrams showing the ef- 
fect of some of the suggested changes. 
It may 
b*» said authoritatively - that 


the committee is of the belief that 
parallel parking is really better in 
view of traffic 
conditions on Main 


«treet and a general demand which 
has been note drecently for the angle 
parking, it feels inclined to yield t(T 
the wishes of the people- 
-f 
The matter now will come before 


the council next Wednesday night and 
if adopted bv that body the amende 
ment will become effective just 
as 


soon as the mayor sets his signature 
to it. Xhere is reason to believe that 
the mavor will not interpose a veto 
and that angle parkins on Main street 
v. ill be authorized on Thursday morn- 
ing. Passage through the council~~o£- 
the amendment to the ordinance is 
considred certain thjjugh one coun- 
cilman conscientiously believes that it 
is a bad move and he will register a 
negative vote. A simple majority of 
the nine members 
will

the< 


amendment. - 
The recomme*ndation_'pf' the comj 
mittee is expressly "in favor of a thir- 
ty degree angle and not a forty-five 
degree angle .which obtained during 
the period that 'this traffic clause was 
not enforced by the police depart- 
ment. 
In other words, the parked 
cars will have to be nosed into the 
curi at a. sharp diagonal. It is also 
recommended that two feet separate 
each car in order to facilitate the 
backing out process wjiich has been 
so dificult under the parallel parking 
ordinance. 
Diagrams show- that un- 
der the thirty degree an«ie parking 
method, a space of three feet will 
exist between the rear of the parked 
car to the street car track which will 
make the overtaking of street cars

fats and pure sugars are in neither 
class. Among the alkalines habitual- 
ly eaten are bananas, potatoes, apples, 
greens salads turnips, beets, beans, 
squash, oranges, lemons, and limes.

bacillus, infection of the kidneys, and

Autos Reach Junk 


Heaps Too Soon

Automobiles are going- to the junk 


heap faster than they- ought to. 


"Why? 
Because 
too many 
drivers, who 


don't want to bother 
-with, repairs 


and tire trouble after the first year or 
so, trace their cars In for ne wones. 


As a result, dealers in junked au- 


tos are piling up riclies. thanks to 
more than two million auto owners. 
Last year, the U. S. Commerce Com- 
mission 
estimates, autos valued at 


$2,000,000.000 
we're 
junked—taken 


apart for the pieces that were still 
usable. That's an annual figure. 


The life of an auto Is figured at 
about six years, on an average. Some 
live much shorter lives. - others »last 
years longer. This depends on the 
usage, which includes mileage and 
care, and the construction. 
Depredation. 
On an 
average, however, dealers 


and insurance companies figure an- 
nual depreciation about- as follows: 
First year, 40 per cent: second year. 


20 per cent; third year, "15 per cent: 
fourth year, 10 per cent: fifth year, 10 
per cent; sixth year. 5 per cent. 


Of course, according to usage, the 


first year's depreciation on some cars 
may run as hi^h as 60 per cent, while 
it may be as low as 20 per cent on 
others. The average rate is put at 40 
per cent. 


Almost immediately t>n taking a 


new car out of the salesroom, this 
percentage Is deducted by most deal- 
ers. 
The reason is that the dealers 


«et a 25 per cent or higher discount 
on cars from the manufacturer. At 
least this must be, deducted from the 
new car that they have to buv back. 
Besides, they must add charges for 


another attempt at celling the car. 
and if it has been run the least bit. a 
further cost of reconditioning brings 
the deduction to the 40 per cent rate- 
Early Tra«le-l»5. 


The first year, therefore, brings s=o 


low a reduction on the value of the 
car that it isn't worth trading in. Re- 
pairs, general upkeep, are still rea- 
sonable- 
The car has hardly begun 


to give its service. 
Yet thousands of auto drivers trace 


their cars in after a year's service. 
That starts a good car on a round of 
sales and trade-ins ending in prema- 
ture destruction in the junk yard. 


A dealer who pays $^>0 or $100 for 


an old car, although that'autp might 
have lived only four or five rears 
and is still in running order, would 
rather sll it as Jun kthan pav for 
repainting and repairing it on a long 
chance of selling the car in the re- 
newed condition. He'd rather stand 
the loss than the bother.
